Mary Longfield Coyle, mdther of the 


late Rev. John ?• Coyle of this city, died 
yesterday cfternoon at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. George W. Plack, in 
Hoosick Falls, N. Y., in the sixty-seventh 
year of her age. 


Mrs. Coyle was born at Milroy, Pa., her 


maiden name being Mary M. Longfield. 
In 1818 she was married to David Scott 
Coyle, who died about three years ago. 
While living in Bloomneld, N. J., four 
years ago Mrs. Coyle sustained a shock of 
paralysis which affected her left side and 
rendered her practically helpless for the 
remainder of her life. Three years ago 
she came to this city to live, and about a 
year and a half ago she made her home 
with her daughter at Hoosick Falls.

Coyle was a person of strong physique 
and rare qualities of mind. She was a 
faithful and devoted wife and mother, and 
a friend whom to know was to trust and 
esteem.

ENLARGED_MILLS. 


Revelations 
Cor Those Who 


Have 
Not Kept Track 
of Events. 


CHANGES AT UNIOS AND BEAVER. 


Two Mills Greatly Enlarged. Both to be 


Supplied With New Power and New 


Machinery 
Throughout. 
Latest 


Improvements Introduced. 


Those who have not kept watch of the 


growth of the Eclipse and • Beaver mills 
will be surprised when they see the 
changes that have been made within the 
last six months. The enlargements and 
improvements have been mentioned more 
or less frequently in the papers, but those 
who have seen nothing of the work will 
hardly be prepared for such development 
and expansion as has taken place. 


Additions to both mills have been made 


which are much larger than the original 
plants. These additions are each 75 by 
208 feet and four stories high. The Eclipse 
mill is now G45 feet long and the length of 
the Beaver mill is nearly 600feet. The 
outside work on the Eclipse rnijl was fin- 
ished some time ago and the last 
brick 
was laid 
on 
the 
Beaver 


mill yesterday afternoon. Machinery is 
now being set up in the Eclipse mill and 
the same work will soon be in progress at 
the Beaver, as it is the intention of the 
-owners to start both mills at as nearly the 
same time as possible. It is expected that 
the Eclipse mill will be started in April 
and the other but little later. The pro- 
duct of both mills will be cotton cloth. 
Employment will be given to 600 hands, 
or about three times an many as were em- 
ployed in the old mills. 


Each will be supplied with a new en- 


gine and boiler. 
The engines are the 


Green, made in Providence, R. I., and the 
boilers are the Manning upright, made 
in Fitchburg. Each mill has two water 
wheels, and with these and the engines 
combined 1000 horse power can be devel- 
oped at the Beaver mill and 1200 at the 
Eclipse. The old machinery was drawn 
to Hunter's shop and broken up for old 
iron, and the new machinery will be of 
the latest and most approved patterns. 
The shafting and pulleys are made and 
put up by the James Hunter Machine 
company of this city, and the quality is 
second to none produced iu the country. 


The machinery comes from various 


places. The pickers and lappers are made 
by the A. V. Atherton Machine company 
of Pawtucket, R.I., the spoolers and warp- 
ers by the Hopedale Machine cortipany, 
the carding machines are the manufacture 
of 
Hetherington 
& Son of Man- 


chester, England, the cards, lappers, 
combers, drawing machines, and the 
slubbers, first and second intermediates, 
come from the Providence Machine com- 
pany of Providence, R. I.; the spinning 
frames are made by the Mason Macbina 
works of Tannton, and the twenty-five 
harnessed hobby looms for fancy weaving 
come from the Providence branch of the 
Knowles loom works. There will be 600 
looms in each mill. 
' 


The other equipments of the mills, as 


well as the machinery and power, will be 
very complete. There are twVk elevators 
in the Eclipse mill and one in'tbe Beaver. 
Tne sanitary arrangements'willbe ample 
and equal in quality to those found in the 
best hotels, and the mills will Delighted 
by electricity. This part of the work is 
done by the General Electric company of 
Boston, which is now placing the wires in 
position. The weave rooms will be sup- 
plied with arc lights and the other depart- 
ments with incandescent lights. New hy- 
drants have been set at each mill and new 
pumps will be put in to aiford the amplest 
protection from fire. No detail has been 
overlooked and when all is complete these 
two mills, which before were minor con- 
cerns, will rank well with the leading 
manufactories of Northern Berkshire. 
They will be capable of turning out al- 
most any class of cotton goods, but just 
what the character of the product will be 
cannot now be stated. 


One interesting thing to be used in these 


mills is a patent arrangement for regulat- 
ing the humidity of the atmosphere in the 
rooms. It is called a drosophore, and its 
mission is to supply, when needed, the 
humidity necessary for the advantageous 
working of cotton. This it does by emit- 
ting, when in motion, a vapor so fine as to 
pervade the air and produce the required 
degree of dampness. Formerly the finest 
eotton manufacturing could only bo done 
in damp localities, but the drosophore 
places the regulation of the atmosphere 
in the hands of the mill man, who can 
now snap his flngers at the general condi- 
tions of the climate. 
This invention 


scores a decided victory over natural con- 
ditions, and if it could be applied on a 
scale sufficiently large for outdoor work it 
would be a still greater blessing to tho 
country at certain seasons of the year. 


These mills were built by Porter & Han- 


num, who began the work the first week 
in August. They have kept it moving at 
a brisk pace and yet all haa been done in 
a most thorough manner from top to bot- 
tom. One and a quarter millions of brirk 
were used in the construction of the two 
mills. 


The mills, as is well known, are the 


property of Gallup & Honshton, and will 
be in charge of a competent staff com- 
posed of H. Burnham, superintendent; F. 
B. Hays, designer; A. D. Hammond, 
timekeeper, and N. R. Goss, paymaster. 
These are old employes with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Hays, who was lately with 
the King Philip mills at Fall River. 


The enlargement of these mills and the 


necessary increase in the fotce of em- 
ployes will be the means of adding at 
least 1,000 to the population of this city, 
which is no small item in the growth of 
North Adams. The company will press 
into service the old Tyler & Bliss tene- 
ments near the Union street school and 
hopes that these, with the new houses 
that have been built in the vicinity, will 
be sufficient to accommodate the increase 
of population that must come when the 
mills are put in operation. 


One thing that will be missed by visitors 


to the Beaver is the old tower which for 
so many years graced that mill. It was 
not considered an ornament to the struc- 
ture as it stands now and by its demolition 
another familiar landmark has been re- 
moved. 


Tho store on Union street recently va- 


cated by E. A. Strond will be fitted up for 
offices lor the Eclipse mill. 


At a season like this, when everybody is 


complaining of hard times, such an ex- 
tension of our manufacturing interests is 
especially gratifying. The development 
of these plants has involved the expendit- 
ure of many thousands of dollars, much 
of which has gone into the hands of home 
workmen and jocal dealers in materials 
and supplies, and this alone has helped 
to make business here less dull than it 
would otherwise have been. By branch- 
ing out on such a generous plan the enter- 
prising firm shows its faith in the future 
of North Adams' as a manufacturing cen- 
ter and lays the groundwork not only for 
profitable returns from wise investment, 
but for direct or indirect benefit to every 
resident of this young and thriving city.

COURT. 


Highway Robbery Case Occupied Most of 


the Time Yesterday, 


The case of Fred W. Maynard and Au- 


gustus Mougin, charged with highway 
robbery in Pittsfield last August, occupied 
the attention of the court a greater part 
yesterday. Lawyer Warner appeared for 
Maynard, who formerly lived at Dalton, 
and Mougin conducted his own defence. 
He cross-examined several witnesses and 
appeared to be an old hand at the busi- 
ness. The prosecution alleged that on 
August 12 the defendants with Frank 
Marcou of North Adams drank at some 
saloons on West street, Pittsfield, and 
then went down Centre street, where Mar- 
cou was knocked down and robbed. Both 
men were arrested and the pocketbook 
claimed by Marcou was found onMay- 
nard's person. The defense was that the 
men had been refused a, drink because 
Marcou was drunk and that Marcou gave 
Maynard his purse to get a pint of whis- 
key. This was procured and Mougin ad- 
mitted that he struck Marcou, but denied 
robbing him. • Maynard's story differed a 
little. Both men were found guilty.

FROM PRISON TO CONFIDENCE AGAIN. 


A Story ot Unusual Leniency and For- 


giveness. To Become Clerk In the Place 


He Entered to Steal. Trustworthy 


When Temperate. 


The Prison Reform association has every 


minister in the state talk himself and his 
congregation tired once a year on the sub- 
ject of penology and the proper attitude 
of society to the released prisoner. This 
city is about to have put in practice that 
which these ministers preach. The par- 
ticular incident, though, to which refer- 
ence is here made is evidently not due to 
the influence of any sermon unless it has 
acted in a most indirect manner, but 
seems due to a high sence of the duty one 
owes 
to 
his 
fellow man. The 


case in point is that of 
Patrick 


F. O'Brien of this city, who was arrested 
about six months ago in the act of rifling 
the money drawer in C. A. Ropes' fish 
market on Eagle street. He was arraigned 
in the district court, bound over to the 
grand jury and his case came up before 
the superior court this term. He was re- 
leased on probation and C. A. Hopes, in 
whose market he was arrested at mid- 
night for crime, will take him into his 
service next Monday morning.

He would 
point out, were he acquainted with the 
facts, that the young man had done this 
more than once andthat there had not been 
left enough keenness of conscience to stop 
the criminal practice. He would then 
view the other side of the case and show 
up the high character of the employer. 
He would emphasize his almost unbound- 
ed faith in human nature by his repeated 
re-engagement of the young man. 
He 


would show that the young man naturally 
was a trustworthy and valuable servant 
and only to be distrusted when he would 
allow his appetites to gain ascendancy 
over his reason. He would dwell in this 
way until he would in all the power of his 
oratory toll of the careless efforts of the 
employer to get his servant released from 
the law and obtaining that of his restora- 
tion of him to his service and confidence. 
Then most impressively he would talk of 
the changed young man who had learned 
a hard but-valuable lesson aad who re- 
turned to his work fully determined to 
live down the shame he had brought upon 
himself and labor to recompense his em- 
ployer in some small part for the extreme 
generosity he had shown him. 


Mr. Ropes was seen last night by a

It was on that trip that O'Brien 
first indulged in intoxicating liquors to 
excess. It was through other indulgences 
that he -committed crime and so Mr. 
Ropes regrets allowing that Boston tripr 
The story in most part is an unusual 


one. The parts of it that occurred in the 
past few days and are occurring at pres- 
ent are the most interesting of all. Mr 
Ropes will be highly commended for his 
attitude toward Mr. O'Brien and Mr. 
O'Brien will receive the moral support of 
every right minded person to help him 
onward and upward.

A Respected Resident Takes His Life by 


Hanging.

He Lived. 


Monroe Bridge and Monroe Center peo- 


ple have a sensation whifth will linger in 
their memories for some time, and which 
is of a very unpleasant nature. 


About 10.30 o'clock this morning the 


body of Fred Hicks of Monroe Center was 
found banging from a beam in a shed 
near his home by Elsworth Crum, who 
Hred with Hicks, and who happened to 
go into the shed. 


The news was sent to Monroe Bridge at 


once and Medical Examiner C'acedy of 
Sbelburne Falls was telephoned for. 


Nothing has occurred in that small vil- 


lage for some years that has caused so 
mtfch excitement, and of all who knew 
the deceased none can be found who can 
assign any cause for the tuicide. Mr. 
Hicks was a farmer at Monrhe Ccnter> 
where he had lived for a number of years, 
and was one of the respected citizens of 
tuat village. No one seems to know of 
any trouble he might have had which 
would have prompted him to take his life. 
He was the son of Allen A. Hicks of Bast 
Main street, this city, and William D.

The deceased was forty-Hve 


-years old and is survived by a son twenty- 
three years old and a daughter some ycais 
younger.

FINDING 


The Catholic Church Will Not Recognize 


Secret Societies. 


A special M the Boston Traveler from 


New York says the 
ban placed by 


the Roman Catholic church upon the 
orders of Knights of Pythias, Sons of 
Temperance arid Odd Fellows is absolute 
and admits of no further discussion. This 
is the mandate of tne pope through his 
official representative, Cardinal Satolli. 
The three orders named have a Roman 
Catholic membership in round numbers 
of nearly 100,000. 


One month ago a number of prominent 


Catholics connected with the Pythian or- 
der organized u committee of appeal in 
the hope that a proper presentation of 
the case before the papal delegate would 
result in a recall of the interdict. In re- 
sponse to invitations the committee re- 
ceived 1000 letters from prominent Cath- 
olics in all parts of the county, heartily 
indorsing the movement and pledging 
moral and financial aid. la response to a 
request to appoint a day for bearing a 
representative of the committee on the 
matter, Cardinal Satolli replied to the 
committee secretary: 


"Dear Sir:—I have received your letter 


of January 20, and in reply I would say 
that the matter of the condemned society 
is entirely out of my hands. 
The last in- 


struction from Rome was that the con- 
demnation is absolute and admits of no 
further discussion. It was, however, pro- 
vided that if there seemed to be particular 
reasons for making exceptions in any in- 
dividual's case, the matter might be re- 
ferred to Rome through the Bishop of the 
diocese. If you have anything to submit 
in the matter it must all be done througli 
your archbishop.

OUR DFPARTED TOWN AND CATS. 


The selectmen's annual report is not y«t 


tamed, though it is likely to be sometime. 


Whciiit does at lait make its appear 


•ni-f the i aport will undoubtedly contain 
»n itemized account of t tie town's receipts 
ami expenditures for the past ten months. 
Among these items the-e will be men- 
tioned, with no detail or elaboration, the 
funerals and attendant expenses of several 
deceased cats, also that of onodeaddog> 
at least, and one expirud horse. How 
ninny more of these funeral ceremonies 
inny be laconically recorded in the select- 
men's forthcoming literary effort, we can- 
not say, for onr eycsha>e rested on tbe 
proof sheets of but half a dozen of its 
jwges. But of one or two burials and the 
expense to the town we arc not now un" 
certain. 


Just what should be tlie remuneration 


for burying a full-grown and fairly well- 
decayed house cat, we will not presume to 
judge. But the price net clown in the forth' 
coming selectmen's report seems to be 
$1.00, cash and no discount. Repeatedly 
there occurs these sad words "Mr. Jones, 
burying dead cat, $1.50.'' 


There seems to have been a remarkable 


unanimity among the volunteer cat under- 
takers' association of North Adams that 
$ 1.50 was about toe right figure for the 
town to pay wben some forlorn and out- 
cast pussy fell dead by the wayside (or 
got intentionally put there) to be en- 
tombed at the town's expense. 


Now let ns figure • little. The average 


cat after living nine lives, is general! 
pretty light-weight. He 
(for we wili" 


be fair and take the larger Thomas variety 
as the basis of our calculations) is natur- 
ally emaciated at the eleventh hoar of his 
last life, especially if he has had to run 
about nights and earn his own living. Say 
he weir.ns in death, all laid 
out, five 


pound'.. That's liberal. Ample excava- 
tion of a grave for five pounds of dead 
cat could be made, unless it was in the 
dry season and the ground very bard 
(which condition the report doesn't men- 
tion in any cue) by about five applications 
of a good spade under a healthy cat rex- 
ton's foot. Most of these burials, it may 
presumed, were with "no flowers" and 
"private." So other funeral expenses, be- 
side the excavation of the grave, must 
have been practically nil, and the time 
consumed,, all told, feme five minutes. 


Is this one dollar and fifty cents worth? 


Not much. 


Let's account for the rest of that ex- 


pense if we can, and itemize it in a busi- 
nesslike way. It must be something like 
this:

There you're got it to a penny, honest 


and square. 


But there's one injustice, it seems to us> 


in the dog burial and horse burial, item- 
ized in the town expense. The dog's public 
funeral cost only $3, we believe. Think 
of it! Dead dogs ara rare; they can't be 
found every day. nor killed as promis- 
cuously as cata; the (log-burying job is 
comparatively scarce, and yet only (3 for 
it! it's no sort of business compared with 
tbe cat business. Tbe selectmen ought to 
have voluntarily raised that price. 


But the horse burial price must be com- 


pletely discouraging to the volunteer un- 
dertakers' association. Only $4! Let's 
figure again. Average horse's weight 200 
times that of the cat ; scarcity of dead 
hones compared with that of dead cats 
600 to 1; therefore if price of cat's burial 
is $1.60, hone burial should be $1090, and 
no shaving the price either. 


We know of one health officer in North 


Adams who once was of inch a suspicious 
nature as to suspect, when the sixth dead 
dog was reported to him in one day 
for burial that some one was "work- 
ing" him ana* 
he wickedly endan- 


gered the city's health by refusing to order 
the sixth dog's burial. But that man 
Isn't on the board any longer. 
No, 


we cant complain of any such man 
being on the cat and dog burial force of 
any town department during the past ten 
months. No dead cat or dog has been re* 
fused honorable burial in his native soil 
•nd nnder the flag at f 1.50 and f3 prices in 
the past ten months that we know of. 
Business has been good for the man who 
had an eagle eye for dead cats and could 
get them into the highway. 


We suggest, before quitting the subject, 


that to have done the thing up brown, 
the final resting places of our public cata 
•honld have been fittingly marked after 
the elaborate fl.50 funerals with monu- 
ment* bearing some such device ns the 
following, not forgetting the dead cats' 
warmest friends: 


Here lies a poor North Adams cat, 
A life-time fed on mouse and rat ; 
When age and want— ob.Ul-nateh'd pair 
Turaol up her toes in public air 
She then received selectmen's care— 
God bless '.hose noblemen ! Me'onw 1 


The Berkshire Courier says that one let- 


•on'hat been learned by the recent de- 
•troctlve flre In Great Barrinfton. The 


Courier lays: "Tho destructive fire in 
this village a week ago-will have one good 
effect. There will be no more buildings 
put up like the Parker block. It was of 
attractive appearance and served well the 
purposes for which it was Intended until 
flre got In its work, then it went like a 
tinder box, the veneer walls of brick top- 
pling over soon after the flames had 
spread through the building. In the con- 
struction of new buildings hereafter every 
safeguard against fire should dominate. 
We have had a forcible lesson, let it be 
heeded."

Armenians in New York. 


[From the Berkshire Bohemian's Column in 


Weekly Transcript.] 


The Armenians cannot be kept out of 


our minds these days. 
There, is quite a 


colony of them in New York/ chiefly en- 
gaged in the business of selluig oriental 
goods, though some of them, with shame 
be it said, are interested in manufacturing 
"antique" rugs. I am acquainted with a 
number of Armenians, In the main they 
are inoffensive, quiet people, soft-voiced 
gentle-mannered and modest to a degree 
that gives them an appearance of shyness 
that to those not acquainted with them 
would be taken as tbe cunning or crafti 
ness, of which they are often accused. 


It does not seem to me that they area 


crafty people, or conspicuously so. 
But 


they are not bold and outspoken. In this 
respect they are like most orientals, 
though they do not have the flrey, impul- 
sive waysthat ore so common in the Ori 
ent, and in speaking their voices are 
plaintive and persuasive rather than vig 
orous and forceful. In my business deal 
ings with them I have never had occasion 
to feel that they were anything but fair 
and honest. But my dealings have only 
been with, the better class of Armenians. 
Others could give you quite different ex- 
periences. However, I think: it can be 
safely said that In these respects they are 
superior to any other race that comes to 
our shores from the Orient. 


Among my esteemed friends is an Ar- 


menian, who come to this country a num. 
ber of years ago to study our agricultural 
methods for the purpose of introducing 
them among his own people. He gradu- 
ated from the Ambrerst Agricultural col- 
lege, went onto a farm in the west for 
practical experience and came to New 
York to familiarize himself with the pur- 
chase and sale of farm implements. 
While here he engaged in other business, 
that of selling oriental goods, and waited 
for years, in vain It seemed, for an oppor- 
tunity to return to Armenia and impart to 
his people American ideas as he had ac- 
quired them by years of careful study. 
At last the opening earae in a most unex- 
pected manner. 


When I was in bis office one day he 


came to me with a letter just received 
from a college in Armenia, asking him to 
come there and take charge of an agri- 
cultural department to be started in tbe 
college. I told him it was exactly such an 
opening as he had been looking for, and 
of course he would accept. But he did 
not. He said that as dear to him as was 
the idea of so carrying help to his 
countrymen he could not accept the 
offer 
because 
the 
college 
was 


managed by missionaries, whom he re- 
garded as being so bigoted as to stultify 
his work should be be Identified with a 
college under their direction. 


In frequent conversations had with him 


at my own home, where he was always a 
very welcome guest, and elsewhere he ex- 
pressed strong disgust with the idea that 
missionaries should be sent over to his 
people, whom he claimed lived lives of 
innocent simplicity and kindness that 
were more admirable than tbe lives of 
many of those sent over to try to make 
them believe certain things. That was 
his idea of missionary work in Armenia. 
But he is only one man,—however, a very 
intelligent man having the welfare of his 
country at heart.

Free Coinage of Silver the Panacea 


For Our Financial Troubles. 


Gold Had Friends In the Con- 


ference of Silverites. 


Appeal to Citizens to Free Themselves From 


Money Power's Grasp. 


WASHINGTON, Jivn. 24.—The Republican 


silver senators yesterday signed a declara- 
tion which Is intended to be used In tha 
coming campaign as the domnnd which 
the silver men will make tor a plank in 
the national convention. 


In the preamble it is recited that the 


present financial system endangers tho 
Industrial prosperity of the United States, 
which is threatened by China and Japan 
as a result of the decrease in the value oC 
silver nud the difference of exchange be- 
tween the gold and silver using countries. 


It is therefore resolved that the signers 


favor the (roe imd unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of IB to 1 for the pur- 
pose of obliterating this difference of ex- 
change, which is declared to operato n.s a 
bounty on tho export of products from 
silver using countries to gold using coun- 
tries. It is also resolved that they favor 
a tariff which shall equalize the difference 
In the cost of labor between this country 
uud the countiies of Europe and Asia. 


The Silver Conference 


resulted in an animated dismission yester- 
day over the financial situation and the 
policy to be pursued by the friends of 
silver. 


During the discussion considerable fcel- 


ing W.H .mimed by some of the remarks 
m.idi) by General Hatch of Missouri, In 
which he stated in effect that if tho Popu- 
lists of Kentucky und done their whole 
duty the election of Mr. Blackburn to a 
seat in the United States senate would 
not now be a matter of doubt. General 
Fields of Virginia and others made re- 
plies. Mayor Turner of Lansing, Mich., 
and Senator Stewart of Nevada also ad- 
dressed the convention. 


The committee on resolutions, of which 


Senator Jones of Nevad.i is chairman, 
submitted their repoit, consisting of an 
unusually lonjz preamble and ending with 
tha following declaration: 


Therefore, be it Resolved, That over and 


above all oth«r qxiosfclcms of policy, we are in 
favor of restoring to the peoola of the United 
States the time-honored money of the consti- 
tution—gold and silver, not out*, bufi both—the 
money of Washington and H tmllton, und Jef- 
ferson and Monroe, and Jackson and Lincoln, 
to the end that the American people may re- 
OQIVP honpst pay for an honest product: the 
American debtor mar pay his just obligations 
hi an honosfc standard, and not in a standard 
that is appreciated UK) per cent above all the 
great staples of our country, and to the end, 
further, that silver standard countries may bo 
deprived of the unnatural advantage they now 
enjoy in the difference in etchanf?e between 
Rold and silver—an advantage which tariff leg- 
islation alone cannot overcome. 
We therefore confidently appeal to the peo- 
ple of the United States that leaving hi abey- 
ance for the moment all other questions how- 
ever important, even inomentoas, they may 
appear, and suudi-rm? it need be all former 
party ties and affiliations, that they unite m 
one supreme effort to free themselves and 
their children from the domination of the 
money powei—a power more destructive than 
any which has ever been fastened upon tho 
civilized men of aajr rac«i or in anv age, and 
upon the consummation of their desires and 
efforts we invoke the gracious favor of divine 
providence. 


The committee on organization reported 


in favor of holding n national convention 
In St Louis on July 23 next, and presented 
a basis of represent.ition arranged in part 
on the silver strength -is ascertained from 
the Si-Metallic union, nud provided fo» 
the appointment of a provisional national 
committee to serve until the holding of 
the convention.

People and Patriot publishes the follow- 
ing editorial regarding the reply of the 
Now Hamiishire State Low and Order 
league to the Boston Herald's charges of 
corruption: 


Wo were mistaken. Wo thought and 


said that the reply of the State Law and 
Order leiiguo to the charges of tho Boston 
Herald would be a dynamite shell, the ex- 
plosion of which would be both startling 
and destructive, but, as a matter of fact, 
tho reply is not even o Fourth of July fire- 
cracker. It amounts to this only: 


1. The lejiguo was organized in 1S94; it 


is composed of 2UOO as reputable, high- 
minded and pliilauthropical citizens as in- 
habit tho state, most of them members of 
evangelical churches and a large number 
of them Christian ministers. 


2. The object for which the league was 


organized is expressed in its bylaws and 
lu an address to the people of the state'. 


8. These noble people, pursuing this 


noble objects, The Herald assails. 


4. It follows, therefore, that what The 


Herald has cl-argcil against the league 
isu't true; for how could men and women 
banded together for tho purpose oC upset- 
ting tho saloon agree, oven for money, to 
allow the saloon to exist? 


The All-Important "If." 


6. However, if The Herald will make its 


charges as definite as those of an inOict- 
ment and produce witnesses to prove the 
charges, wo will agree to listen to the 
testimony; and if, after doing so, we shall 
come to the conclusion that The Herald 
has made out its case, we will find the 
league guilty. 


6. But if The Herald shall refuse to pro- 


duce its witnesses before the league offi- 
cials against whom The Herald has made 
its charges, and permit the alleged cul- 
prits thus to determine their own guilt or 
innocence, theu. the league must insist 
that The Herald is either a sensational 
paper or in tho pay of the liquor interest. 


This is an untenable position, and, in 


assuming it, the league has made itself 
ridiculous. The fact is, the league hasn't 
lived up to its promises, as both Haider 
Brown and Rev. A. J. Wheeler will tes- 
tify. 


Both these nicu say they were compelled 


by officers of the league to pass by tho 
hotel saloon and other favored liquor 
plaees and attack the weak saloon men, 
from whom money was taken, not nnfre- 
quently, in tho shape of compromise fines 
and other payments. 


Tho league knows that it has allowed 


the saloons of Concord, Manchester and 
Nashua to run wide open in undisturbed 
safety tor many a luug day. 


The league knows, also, that it has been 


derelict, if it has not been dishonest; and 
the league ought to be told that it should 
have sought for information on the sub- 
ject of Tlic Herald's charges before it de- 
nied the truth oC them; it should not have 
made haste to deny before it had made 
haste to ascertain the truth of the matter.

The attempt to oust 
Rev. George F. Kenngott from the pastor- 
ate was discussed at 
length, and his 


friends were outvoted. It was voted to 
lease the meeting house and property to a 
party of 16 for a term of three years at $1 
a year, providing they Agree to carry on 
Congregational worship and not disturb 
the pew-holders. This action was taken 
to keep Mr. Keungott out of the pulpit. 
The legality of the action is questioned, 
aud the courts will probably be called upon 
to decide in the matter. 


Started by an Electric Wire. 


HOLYOKE, Mass., Jan. 24.—Fire, which 


started in tho ctore of W. F. Wright last 
night, caused $40,000 damage, and there 
were seveial narrow escapes from death. 
The first floor was occupied by Wright's 
st ore and the other four stories mainly as 
living apartments. The flames spread so 
rapidly that several occupants of the block 
were unable to escape, and they wore 
rescued with difficulty. One man, Ho- 
lario Lahore, was partially suffocated. A 
woman fell down stairs and was injured. 
The fire was caused by improper electric 
light insulation in the store window. The 
Insurance is $35,000. 


Joe Tye's Case. 


BOSTON, Jan. 24.—Joe Tyo, the China- 


man, who, it is alleged, swindled his 
countrymen here out of $14,000 some years 
ago and went to China, retnrnlngrecently, 
only to be arrested, was in court for trial 
yesterday, but was held until later. The 
United States government is now inter- 
ested in Tye, for tho Chinese inspectors 
are wondering how the prisoner got into 
this country. Whether he was smuggled 
into the United States or came through 
on pajiers not his own are questions of 
considerable interest just at present.

Congress Receives ft Letter 


From Secretary Olney 


Concerning Turkey's Treatment o! American 


Citizens of Armenian Birth. 


WASHINGTON, Jan-, &}.—The honse for- 


eign affairs committee Armenian resolu- 
tion \vill be'reported to the honse on Mon- 
day. Its tone is somewhat milder than 
that of the senate resolution. After recit- 
ing the purport' of the treaty of Berlin, the 
resolution says: 


Whereas, l)y a conditional treaty between 


England and Turkey, dated June 4,1878. it was 
provided that if any attempt should bo made 
by Russia to tuke possession of any other Ar- 
menian provinces tuau those at that time oc- 
cupied by Bussia, England would assist Turkey 
In defending them by force of arms, and that 
in return for this engagement on the part of 
England the sultan would surely reform ths 
local adminiatration in those other provinces 
and would fully protect his Christian and 
other subjects there, and would assign to 
England the island of Cyprus, to be occupied 
and administered by England to the end that 
she might be in a position to perform her en- 
gagement and prevent by force of arms the 
Christian provinces of the Ottoman porte from 
passing into the hands of the Christian govern- 
ment of Ru&la, and, 
Whereas, it appears that the said improve- 


ments and reforms have not been carried out, 
and that the Armenian subjects of the port* 
have nob been secured against Circassians and 
Kurds, and that the free exercise of religion is 
not permitted in many places within the do- 
minions Of the porte, and that, under color of 
suppressing and punishing political disorder, 
outrages have been perpetrated upon the Ar- 
menian Christians of a most cruel and malig- 
nant chakjaofe-r; therefore, be it 


Resolved, 'By the senate and house c' repre- 


Bentatives Jn congress assembled, that the 
president be. and is hereby requested, to 
com- 
municate to tho governments signatory to the 
treaty of Berlin, in profound regret of Ameri- 
can people and their government, that the en- 
gagements m-ido in the convention for the se- 
curity of Armenian Christians have not been 
performed; and, be it further 


Resolved, That the government ot the 
Unit' d Status expresses its sympathy for the 
Armenian people, and itt hope that the go - 
eminent of th j sultan will at once extend to 
them full and adequate protection for the 
preservation of life, the security of property 
and tho free exercise of religion. 


An Interesting Document. 


The president yesterday sent to con cress 


an answer to a resolution asking informa- 
tion concerning the treatment by Turkey 
of naturalized American citizens of Ar- 
menian birth. The answer is in the form 
of a letter from the secretary of state to 
the president, and is as follows: 


To the President: The undersigned, secre- 
tary of state, to whom was addressed a reso- 
lution passed In the senate of the United States 
on the Iflth mst., directing the secretary of 
state "to inform the senate, if consistent with 
the public interests, first, whether naturalized 
citizens of the United States of Armenian birth 
are allowed to visit Turkey on business or to 
visit their families, and whether United States 
passports held by th3m are recognized by the 
Turkish government? 


"Secondly, whether the families of such nat- 


uralized citii^-nb, residing in Turkey, are per- 
mitted to leave the country- and come to the 
United States; olsj, whether naturalized cit- 
izens of ilia--United States of Armenian birth 
have the samy 'rigUts and -protection in that 
country as have' naturalized citizens of Great 
Britain, France,-<3<rmany or Russia?" has the 
honor to lay oete-re- the president the follow- 
ing report upon tlie subject matter of the 
aforesaid resolution, to the end that the same 
may bn transmitted to the senate in answer 
thereto should such course not be deemed in- 
compatible with the public interests: 


In anbwrr to the first inquiry, the published 


correspondent* in the volumes of the foreign 
relations for the past two years, together with 
tho statements nutdn by the president in his 
recent annual message, show that the Turk- 
ish government claims the right to exclude 
from the Ottoman territories, or to deport in 
case they be found therein, naturalized citi- 
zen* of tht> United States of Armenian birth 
who have become each naturalized citizens 
without Imperial consent since the year 1869. 
This right is claimed in exercise of a preroga- 
tive of sovereignty as an executive measure 
In regard to aliens whose presence In the em- 
pire may be deemed prejudical to thepubllo 
interest. 


Ite enforcement in regard to such persons 


has not been opposed, nor has remonstrance 
been made save in the case of arrest or puni- 
tive proceedings against the parties on the 
ground of their having become citizens of the 
United States without imperial permission. 
United States passports, held by persons so 
situated, are recognized by the Turkish au- 
thorities as evidence of the fact of naturaliza- 
tion and citizenship, but the recognition ao ac- 
corded does not prejudice the exercise of the 
sovereign rights of 'exclusion or expulsion for 
the causes stated. 


The law of Turkey, like that of Russia and 
some other countries, does not recognize un- 
permltted change of allegiance by a Turkish 
subject; but, although no treaty of naturaliza- 
tion exists between the United States and Tur- 
key in the regulation of tola point, no instance 
has yet been pressed by the Turkish govern- 
ment in assertion of a right to treat the indi- 
vidual as a Turkish subject or to punish him 
for the alleged offense of becoming a citizen of 
a foreign state without permission. 


The sooond branch of the senate inquiry 


covers two distinct matters. It is asked, in the 
first place, whether the families of such natur- 
alized citizens, residing in Tnrkey, are per- 
mitted to leave tnat country and come to the 
United States. By the families of such natur- 
alized citizens the resolution is presumed to 
mean the wives and minor children, who alone 
might, when the jurisdiction of the United 
States, be held tojacquiro citizenship through 
tho naturalization of the husband or father. 


The naturalization laws of the United States 
being obviously framed to permit the be- 
stowal of the franchise of citizenship upon 
certain persons of alien birth who are within 
its jurisdiction—and the application of these 
statutes being entrusted to the judicial branch 
—it is clear that they cannot operate to na- 
turalize by indirection or by executive inter- 
pretation a person who is an alien by birth and 
origin who has never been within the jurisdic- 
tion ot the United States and who at the time 
may be dwelling within a foreign jurisdiction. 
The Turkish government has on several oc- 


casions permitted the emigration of the wives 
and children of Turkish subjects who had 
come to the United States and here acquired 
eitizenship, leaving their families behind 
them. It has even permitted the emigration 
of other kinsmen to a degree not within the 
purview of the naturalization laws of the 
United States. It has also, asserting a discre- 
tionary power in tbe premises, refused to per- 
mit the emigration of the families of natural- 
ized Armenians, even within the marital or 
filial degree. 


The good offices of the United States minis- 


ter are uniformly exerted on all proper oc- 
casions to assist the emigration of such per- 
sons, upon permission properly secured from 
the Turkish authorities, and when funds nave 
been assured to pay the journey he has assisted 
their departure. Be has likewise assisted the 
coming to the United States of the wives of 
citizens of Armenian origin, wbo being in this 
country at or subsequent to the naturaliza- 
tion of their husbands, have returned to 
Turkey, and of the children of sueh citizen., 
bom abroad subsequent to the naturalicatlon 
of tbe father or wbo may have accepted 
American citizenship by actual presence to 
the United States subsequent to the fathert 
naturalisation, and in such instances permis- 
sion for the families to emigrate has been de- 
manded as of right. 
These latter Instances, however, are rela- 
tively few in number compared with the in- 
stances hi which good offices have been ex- 
erted with varying success to procure the emi- 
gration from the Turkish dominions of the 
kindred of a naturalized Armenian, Including 
the parents, brothers and sisters, and even 
relatives of remoter degree, who could not be- 
come citizens ot the United States except by 
individual naturalization. 
The resolution farther inquires "Whether 
naturalized citizens of the United States of 
Armenian birth' have the same rights and pro • 
lection In that country as have naturalized 
citizens ot Great Britain, France, Germany or

'•to thisj-thejprivile^e claimed by the gov- 


ernment of tbe United States for such citi- 
zens by naturalization in tho country of or- 
igin Is greater than that claimed by any one 
of the four governments named. A very gen- 
eral rule among governments of the European 
continent, and one which obtains in principle 
with respect to Groat Uritain, also, is that no 
alien may be aamitted to become a citizen of 
the state by naturalization except upon pro- 
duction of proof that his allegiance if per- 
mitted by the sovereign of whom he is already 
a' dependent. 


The United States minister at Constantino- 


ple has heretofore reported that naturalized 
Armenian's, or other Turkish subjects of Great 
Britain, France, G-ermany or Russia, return- 
ing to the jurisdiction of Turkey, are not 
claimed by their adopted governments as 
citizens, nor protected as such, except upon 
proof that their charge of allegiance has been 
permitted or Is recognized by the government 
<Jf Turkey.

In response to an Inquiry from Secre- 


tary Olney as to tho measures taken to 
protect the Americans arrested in the 
Transvaal in connection with the late up- 
rising, Ambassador Bayard has cabled 
that, according to his present information, 
uniform, humane and indulgent personal 
treatment is being extended to all persons, 
Including Americans, by the Boer govern- 
ment. 


This Information has been communi- 


cated to members of tho California delega- 
tion in congress, who are being Hooded 
with telegrams urging them to have the 
state department do something for the 10- 
llef of Hammond, the American mining 
engineer Imprisoned as one of the ring- 
leaders of the attempt at revolution lu 
Johannesburg. It is taken to mean that 
the American prisoners will be treated 
precisely as those of other nationality, 
without fear or favor. 


Congressional Doings. 


The three subjects most prominently bo- 


fore the public — the Monroe doctrine, 
finance aud tariff—each came in for con- 
sideration in the senate yesterday. Mr. 
Daniel (Va.) speaking for two hours in 
support of a vigorous upholding of tho 
Monroe doctrine, as applicable to Vene- 
zuela; Mr. Dubois (Ida.) dealing with the 
silver phase of the financial question, 
and Mr. Warren (Wy.) pointing out tho 
disastrous effects of the tariff legislation 
of the last congress on farm products. 


The house resumed the consideration of 


tho rules, and disposed of the last amend- 
ment offered by the committee. It sub- 
stituted for the quorum-counting rule of 
the Fifty-first congress the methods ot 
compelling the attendance of a quorum 
proposed in the Forty-sixth congress by 
J. Randolph Tucker, with some modifica- 
tions. It was not until the rules of the 
Fifty-first congress stood adopted, with the 
few modifications reported from the com- 
mitteo, that something like excitement 
was engendered by an eloquent speech 
from Mr. Dolliver (Rep., la.). He taunted 
the Democrats with at least acquiescing 
in tho adoptlou of all the principles em- 
bodied In the rules of the Fifty-first con- 
gress, against which they had raised their 
voices in 1880. This speech drew forth an 
Indignant reply from ex-Speaker Crisp.
